CurricuLuM 

Courses are offered in all important 
subjects. The texts are specially pre- 
pared and carefully examined by Lucifer 
and the staff for undesirable elements. 
Some of the major subjects are as fol- 
lows: es 

1. Mathematics: A complete course 
on the fundamentals. It is in this class 
that virtue, honesty, integrity, reverence, 
piety, peace, and love are subtracted. 
The student is divided from success, 
home, family, and reputation. He learns 
the addition of selfishness, hate, greed, 
lust, licentiousness, and the multiplica- 
tion of poverty, sorrow,. sickness, re- 
morse, anguish, and torment. 

2. Languages: Students of the uni- 
versity are outstanding in their lan- 
guage attainments. ‘They have a marked 
accent and.a.liberal vocabulary which is 
a mark of distinction wherever they go. 
‘They become fluent in the accepted lan- 
guages of the world, and thereby are 
able to converse on a certain level with 
men of all nations. The college is mak- 
ing real progress toward the perfection 
of a universal language which, it is 
hoped, will eventually undo the dam- 
age God did in the confusion of lan- 
guages at, the ‘Tower of Babel. 

3. Science: The science classes are 
very much abreast of the times. They 
have embraced in all the realm of science 
the concept of causelessness. Science is 
elevated to a higher plane when the 
student -is no longer bound by the 
ancient argument of cause and effect. 
All the sciences take on a new dignity 
when it is understood that all the realm 
of nature has arisen spontaneously and 
will eventually be consumated in a glor- 
ious astronomical collision or colossal 
atomic explosion. 
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There are many other courses of study 
which cannot be described here. It is 
sufficient to say that all the subjects are 
so important that none are electives, but 
all are required. 

FRATERNAL SOCIETIES 

There are many domestic societies 
which provide pleasure, pastime, and 
mutual fellowship.

2. No Christian is allowed to join 
until he has renounced his former be- 
liefs. They have, without exception, 
been joy killers. Occasionally they hap- 
pen in, but always find fault with the 
taste of the wine, the costumes of the 
members, or the lilt of the music. 

3. No Bible is allowed on the prem- 
ises. It has been demonstrated that 
books on art, science, travel, education, 
nature, and entertainment do not inter- 
fere with accepted customs; the Bible, 
however, is taboo. 

4. No one is permitted to sleep be- 
fore three a.m., for it is considered that 
the wee hours are best for pursuing the 
course of study. 

5. No picture of mother is allowed 
upon the wall. The instructors have 
found them a definite detraction from 
the interest of the student. Morbid ob- 
servation of “mother portraits” have 
sometimes made such shipwreck of the 
students that they have to leave the 
school. 

FinanciaL INFORMATION 

How much does it cost to attend this 
sinstitution of higher education? Since 
its inception the school has required no 
registration fee. Admission is absolutely 
free. The poor are just as welcome as 
the rich. Nor is any distinction made 
because of age, sex, color, or creed. 
Religion, providing one is broadminded, 
is no hindrance to entry or attendance. 
. The tuition rates are, at first, abso- 
lutely negligible, so as to work no hard- 
ship upon the student during the period 
of adjustment to the customs and habits 
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he must learn. Semesters come and go 
before there is any noticeable increase 
in the accommodation rate. The sharp 
increase in rates does not come until 
the student has become so attached to 
the school that there is little danger of 
his dropping his fascinating schedule of 
study because of the cost, be it ever so 
high. At the arrival of the time when 
the student had hoped to graduate, he 
is so deeply indebted, the payment in 
full of his account is beyond any human 
ability. No student is allowed to leave 
the precincts with an account outstand- 
ing. This explains the fact that all de- 
cide immediately on a_ post-graduate 
course. With the exception of phenom- 
enal cases of students whose accounts 
are paid in full by miraculous means, 
they inevitably die in the sinstitution, 
leaving great unpaid balances. The 
alumni association, consequently, is en- 
tirely posthumous in nature; but that 
does not prevent their attendance, in 
slightly altered form, of the alumni asso- 
ciation’s eternal convocation in the In- 
fernal Extension of the Damned Souls 
where Lucifer collects the accounts in 
full with interest.

Certainly 
the thoughtful consideration of their 
attainments should influence any who 
are planning to train for the future.

Central America 


Written the first week of May, a 
letter from Brother Ralph D. Williams, 
Superintendent of the work in El Sal- 
vador, comes with news of the progress 
of the Bible school. He, too, writes of 
the welcome rains that bring relief in 
a climate that is enervating, being a per- 
petual hot summer climate. He writes 
further: 

“However, our chief interests lie in 
another sphere. The great question is: 
how can we reach more and more peo- 
ple with the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, which ‘is the power of God unto 
saivation’? 

“We have a wide open door before 
us that offers an almost limitless oppor- 
tunity to get this living message to the 


people. God has blessed us marvelously : 


to date, but when the burden of the 
responsibility of the untouched hun- 
dreds of thousands of this one small 
republic alone is brought to bear upon 
us by the Spirit of the Lord we feel 
that practically nothing has yet been

done. Instead of 50 churches, there 
should be 5,000; instead of only 3,000 
believers, there should be 300,000. It is 
to be an ‘innumerable multitude’ that 
sing the song of the redeemed in heaven. 

“Right now we are grappling with a 
building program in the Bible Institute. 
It is keeping me from field work where 
I would be holding campaigns, short 
course Bible conferences, and visiting 
new openings. But we must put first 
things first. God is raising up workers, 
and we must extend our capacity to 
train them. Last year we received 79 
men into quarters that would normally 
accommodate about 50; so we must get 
this work done quickly. To hold up one 
worker's preparation may easily mean 
withholding the gospel message from 
hundreds who would have no other way 
of hearing. Pray with us. Your prayers 
have held us up and caused the showers 
to fall all during the past years. Also 
you have been helping financially all 
the time you have been praying .. . 


“We have had to postpone the Wom- 
en’s Bible School for this year, much 
to our disappointment. But sincerely 
trust we may have all this building work 
finished by the end of June so that we 
will not fail to be ready for the opening 
of the Men’s Bible School. The new 
dormitories, dining room, kitchen, bath- 
rooms, absolute essentials to receiving 
these students, are about two-thirds com- 
pleted. Also we are negotiating for an 
additional lot only one block away from 
the school that we now require for such 
services as laundry and store, as well as 
a place to raise yegetables for the school. 
Although present funds are already over- 
drawn, we are going forward because we 
believe the Lord is behind this plan. 
The native Christians have promised to 
help and are doing so faithfully, but 
their offerings are coming in too slowly 


for the present urgent need ... We 


want to get this material work finished 
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in order to make room for the spiritual 
work. ... 
“May we also request a special inter- 
est in your prayers for our native DE te 
and believers. We are experiencing a 
new wave of opposition from the Cath- 
olic priests in many parts of the country. 
Recently a manifestation was staged in 
this town, and a great number of peo 
ple marched through the streets a 
our church, where they endeavored to 
force an entrance and break up the 
meeting in progress. ‘They were frus- 
trated in their attempt, however, by a 
number of unbelievers who crowded in 
the doorway and hindered them from 
doing any more than throwing stones 
into the hall. In the outlying villages 
this kind of persecution has reached a 
more violent phase, and some places 
have been closed down temporarily. 
“Accept our sincere thanks for your 
kindness in the past. We pray that ee 


may continue to bless you.

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China Relief 


Brother Harland A. Park, missionary 
in Hong Kong, has some interesting 
things to tell of the distribution of cloth- 
ing in China. From his recent letter, we 
quote: 

“Twas very. glad to hear that you are 
again preparing shipments of clothing 
for the needy of the world. The First 
Church sent another shipment several 
months ago. ‘This was received in very 
good condition. Very little has been 
given out yet. The bulk of the shipment 
is now in Canton waiting to be trans- 
shipped to the interior. Shipping things 
in the interior of China is much differ- 
ent than at home. We cannot turn the 
things over to some reliable company 
because there is none. Everything must 
be accompanied to its destination or it 
is sure to be found missing. We are 
expecting.to hold a meeting of all our 
workers, this summer, and when they 
return. they can look after the things 
that are to. go to their stations. This is 
the first reason the things have not been 
passed out. 

“The other big reason is that in the 
summer, clothing is not needed so much. 
There might be a great temptation for 
the recipient to sell the clothing or pawn 
it for something he or she might need 
for the present; then when winter comes 
they would be in as bad a fix as they 
ever were. We believe it would be bet- 
ter to wait until the cold weather ap- 
proaches, then begin to distribute this 
last shipment. 

“It would be very nice if there were 
another shipment to arrive about the 
time the workers begin to return to 
their stations, for then they could take 


it too back with them. They are expect- 
ing to have their meeting about August 
| and would be returning about the 
10th. I am a little afraid you would 
not be able to ship it so soon. If not, we 
will find a way. The Lord helps us in 


all our needs. Amen.

The cus- 
toms have clamped down very heavily 
on everything. The only organization 
allowed to import such‘ things: free of 
duty is UNRBA: I explored’ every ie 
sible way, and finally'a Dr. Henry: in

shipment the regulations r may “be relaxed 
or UNRBA may be willing to look after 
it again. So just send it on and we'will 
trust the Lord. So far the problem of 
fumigation has not bothered us: here.

It seems that these days commercial- 
ists have found the value of slogans, just 
a few words put together to embody a 
whole thought. From even the lips of 
a child you can hear, “Duz does every- 
thing,” “Rinso, white, rinso bright, 
happy little wash day soap,” etc. When 
we stop to think to what and to whom 
we are indebted for the enjoyment of 
gospel privileges, it is no wonder that 
we, the Glad Tidings Temple. GiASs, 
have selected for our slogan for the year, 
MORE PENTECOSTAL POWER, 
for it was the POWER the apostles re- 
ceived at Pentecost that was the secret 
of their success. It is because the apostles 
were imbued with this power that they 
were willing to suffer so that we may 
enjoy, were willing to suffer privations 
that we be kept out of them. 

It is only when we remember what 
the Roman Empire was at that time that 
we begin to understand the rapid spread 
of Christianity. Fifty years after the 
crucifixion of Jesus, Christians were to 
be found in almost every city of the 
Mediterranean world, from the coast of 
Asia Minor to Spain. ‘This alone shows 
what a wonderfully expansive power 
the new religion possessed. 

There is a great need today for this 
Pentecostal power. It was that power 
that gave the apostles courageous faith, 
valiant, soldier-like determination to 
speak the truth and to live it. ‘Too often 
we are prone, as young people, to trim, 
to modify, to adapt, adapt the gospel to 

the age instead of standing back of those 

eternal truths that belong to all ages! 
The Lord did not call us to be adapters 
but apostles. 
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The apostles were not merely “fine 
talkers of religion” but they were men 
who passed from city to city aflame with 
a spiritual life, which to them and to 
those who listened to them had the 
effect of transfiguring them and their 
existence in the world. 

MORE PENTECOSTAL POWER 
IS NEEDED IN THIS HOUR! Our 
Lord has filled us with His Spirit that 
we too might do exploits in His name. 
It is that we might go on, yes, on to 
more of His power. Too often we hear 
the phrase, “Oh, that we might go back 
to Pentecost!” Not back, never; but on- 
ward to more and still more of that 
which God has for us. There are realms 
of spiritual power and blessing that we 
haven’t touched, that God is desirous 
of. giving to young men and women 
who will abandon themselves completely 
to Him, that will make themselves avail- 
able to God to be the channels through 
which He can manifest His Pentecostal 
power. 

I use the word abandon because it 
means “to give up with the intent of 
never again claiming one’s rights or in- 
terests in; to give over or surrender com- 
pletely.” ‘That is what the early apostles 
did, they forever lost interest in the 
things of the world, and were completely 
given over to God and His work. Study 
their lives and see if it was bribery, a 
comfortable salary, a prominent position, 
fame, or popularity that compelled them 
to serve the Lord so fully, so’ whole 
heartedly. NO! They were men who 
did not care for their lives, reputations, 
or their position in their community.

1,685,203 major crimes, an increase of 


119,622 over 1945. 


Mr. Clark, in pointing up the statistics 
by Mr. Hoover, declared that 51 per 
cent of all criminals in the U. S. are 21 
years of age and under. There are 7,000,- 
000 criminals, at least, in the U. S. 


“It is up to the American people to 
correct, teach, and stop these youngsters 
from following in the footsteps of other 
criminals,” he. said. “Vhe church, par- 
ents, and communities must realize it is 
up to them to carry out some program 
whereby young people who might be 
criminals may be steered into paths of 
law-abiding citizens. 

“Unless the three respects—the respect 
of God, and of home and of law—are 
learned and carried out, our country as 
a great democracy will fail. Apparently, 
we have lost touch with religion!” 


Catholics Become Protestants 


There has been a great deal of fanfare 
in recent months over the conversion of 
a number of prominent Americans to 
Roman Catholicism. The press Cwhich 
is known to favor Catholic propaganda ) 
played up these items before the Amer- 
ican public with a view of attempting to 
prove that Protestantism is gradually 
fading out of the picture. Subsequently 
the Christian Herald made an effort to 
point out that the swing has not been 
from Protestantism to Catholicism, but 
rather the reverse. The Catholics made 
it appear that only 515 Catholics had 
joined a Protestant church in the past 
ten years, but one of these Catholic jour- 
nals was promptly called to account by 
the Evangelical Lutheran Synod, which 
pointed out that as a matter of statistical 
record, 1,280 former Roman Catholics 
joined the Missouri Synod of the Luther- 
an church in the year of 1945. Further- 
more, it was pointed out that inasmuch 
as the membership requirements of the 
Missouri Synod are much higher than 
those of the average Protestant body, it 
seems reasonable to assume that the 
number of Catholics in America who 
turned Protestant runs into the hundreds 
of thousands each year. 

The Converted Catholic magazine 
stated that almost three times as many 
Roman Catholics joined the Baptist and 
other evangelical bodies as those Protest- 
ant denominations whose requirements 


include adherence to fixed forms and 
rituals. 

While exact and accurate figures are 
not available, it seems a reasonable sup- 
position that for every Protestant who 
embraces the Catholic Church, there are 
one hundred Catholics who turn from 
their faith in Romanism to seek admiss- 
ion into the various Protestant evange- 


lical bodies. 


From Iran Comes a Healer to Perform 
Desert Miracle 

The United Press of May 7 gives an 
account of a wealthy wine merchant 
from Madera, California, who has sent 
to Iran for a faith healer to come to cure 
his son, Vaughn Arakelian, 37, who is 
a victim of paralytic seizures since a 
childhood accident. Mr. Arakelian has 
spent $300,000 for doctors without cure. 
He said: he first learned of the faith 
healer through Movel, whose sister, Sofi 
Shahnazarian, Tehran, wrote she had 
been completely cured of a dangerous 
goiter after doctors gave her up. 

Avak, known in Iran as “Avak the 
Great,” was besieged through his jour- 
ney by hundreds of sufferers begging for 
help. He expects to spend about three 
months establishing a little Mecca in 
the desert resort of Mr. Arakelian’s in 
Palm Springs. Hundreds have tele- 
phoned or written to Arakelian begging 
for a chance to see the healer, and some 
of the halt and lame already are reported 
flocking there. 

Dr. Sunbat Yegghiazarian, 59, a prac- 
ticing physician in Tehran, said he was 
converted after being sent by a group 
of Iranian doctors to watch the “miracle” 
cures of epilepsy, cancer, blindness, and 
paralysis. 

An electrical engineer, Aram Movel, 
among those to greet Avak, had a scien- 
tific explanation for the “miracles.” He 
said, “It’s atomic, the negative charges 
flow from the hands of Avak into the 
patient, increasing the metabolism and 
effecting the cure.” 

Avak’s method of healing is to touch 
the afflicted part and leave the rest to 
prayer and faith of the sufferer. He 
said, “It is done through the inspiration 
of God. If a man_ believes strongly 


enough in God I can help him.” 


Satan never comes to one and asks 
him to give up God and His goodness.

Top man of Johnson & Johnson Co., 
New Brunswick, N. J., wants U. S. 
factories built to survive an atomic war. 
His plan calls for the immediate setting 
up of a 5-man commission of top-flight 
civilians to be aided by a staff of generals 
and admirals, who will: 

—Survey all known facts about the 
atom and develop the closest thing pos- 
sible to a sure-fire defense for the thou- 
sands of factories scattered throughout 
the country. 

—Influence, guide, direct—and if ne- 
cessary irritate—business leaders into all- 
out co-operation. 

Johnson also thinks that if “digging 
in” is imperative for U. S. industry to 
survive another war, any program de- 
veloped will have to be backed up by 
Federal law. 

It hes not been decided whether it’s 
necessary to put factories underground 
or to decentralize industry, but he de- 
c'ares it’s a “vitally ecsential matter for 
immediate and extens‘ve study.”

bombing plane and the bomb would be 
exploded in the thick of the storm. Rain 
falling from the clouds would be poison4 
ed with the deadly by-product of the 


bomb’s explosion.
